Coiriveau also discloses a signal 118 between mobUe switching centers (MSCs) 
intended to faciUtate verification that a MSG serves at least one cell with sufficient 
service capability to continue handling the call. Upon receipt of the signal 118, those 
cells served by the cooperating MSG which capable of supportihg tbe call from a service 
capabiUty perspective after hand-off are instructed to make verifyini ; signal strength 
measurements. Each so-instructed base station sends a report 126 Mith results of the 
verification signal strength measurement to thdr MSG, which re8ult|j are processed to 
determine which one of the candidate cells 12 comprises the best ceU for hand-off of the 
call. See, e.g., col. 5, line 35 - col. 7, Une 26, and particularly the t<p of col. 7. 



Thus, in Gorriveau in response to signal 118 it is the base 
measurements, not the user equipment unit. The purpose of the 
measurements is to determine a best ceU for hand-off, not a Ust of 
measure. Coniveau does not teach or suggest sending a message 
cells is sent to the user equipment unit.
